SPRINGFIELD, 
(AP) President

For Nature's Never-Ending War in the Air 


G. CLIFFORD CARL, Director, Provincial Museum, from Langara Island 


T EARLY.-dawn the female falcon 

dropped from her perch on the dead 

spruce in pursuit of a late petre] which 

had just left its burrow atop the island. 

Against the grey sea

From this vantage point and still 
carrying the dead petrel, the falcon 
dropped to a second snag on. the op- 
posite rim of the rock cleft. Apparent- 
ly satisfied that all was well she then 
flew back across the chasm to land on 
a ledge below the overhang 

After a further pause she moved 
quickly through the tufts of grass drag- 
ging the dead bird along still clutched 
by one foot. As she neared the inner

with light grey fuzz struggled to a half 
Sitting posture with bills agape for food 


Methodically. the 
flesh from the 
placed them piece at a time, 
in the waiting mouths. ‘Each youngster 
gulped the food down as quickly as it 
was offered 

Occasionally when parts of a 
morsel projected momentarily from the 
gape of the mouth, one-or both of the 
waiting birds would attempt to pluck 
it away with snake-like stabs of the bill.

The male falcon, appreciably smaller 
than his mate, suddenly appeared from 
a dead snag near the summit of the 
islet and joined the female in pursuit 
of the luckless eagle. The cries of the 
smaller hawk, about two full tones 
higher than those of the female, added 
to the cacaphony of noise. 

With heavy wing strokes the eagle 
mounted higher in the air but the much 
swifter hawks were almost immediately 
above him. First one then the. other 
dove at the unwieldly bird. Turning his 
white head from side to side in order 
to watch his pursuers the eagle rapidly 
lost. altitude as he vainly swerved to 
right or left, 

When either of the hawks appeared 
to be about to strike, the slower moving 
bird flipped over on his back and thrust 
his great talons at. the diving bird. 
Quickly righting himself again the eagle 
surged ahead to get clear of the badger- 
ing pair. 

Finally, apparently satisfied that the 
eagle no longer was a menace, the fal- 
cons returfied to their accustomed roost- 
ing places near the nesting site.

Garden Blooms Break 
Out in Summer Glory 


By HILDA BEASTALL 


A half-hour’s tour of the home 
garden in the. evening may be 
enjoyable as well as enlighten- 
ing. In many

Amplc moisture 
must also be maintained all sum- 
mer. 

The polyanthus primroses and 
the Auriculas have just about 
finished flowering. The old blos- 
som heads need picking off, and 
large clumps should: now be 
divided to make new plants for 
next spring. A shady moist spot 
with rich sandy compost will 
suit. them fine, returning them 
to the border in the fall. 

In the vegetable garden, thin- 
ning out of carrots and beets 
should be carried out; twice a 
week, using the tiny carrots and 
the beet greens raw in salads, 
Try some small leaves of spinach 
raw in an egg salad, seasoned 
with chopped fresh tarragon 
leaves. ‘ It's delicious!

But Canada Not Ready to Embark .on Scheme! 
Until People Ready Financially, Mentally 


OTTAWA, June 7 (CP) 


Canada is not ready to em-| 


bark on a plan of national health insurance but it remains} 
a top government objective for the-future, Health Minister 
Martin told the Commons Friday. 


The minister, replying to 
peated opposition demands for a 
statement of policy on the long 
discussed scheme, said there are 
several reasons no action can be 
taken now 

For one thing it would cost 
about $600,000,000 a year -ap 
proximately $43 for every man 
woman and child in the land on 
the basis of a population of 
14,000,000. Canadians alrealy 
aré under a heavy tax burden 
and the government had to con 
sider: whether the extra burden 
could be made at this time 
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For another, the minister said, 
Canada did ngt have the hospital 
facilities to meet the require- 
ments of such a plan. When it 
first was suggested the govern- 
ment believed 65,000 more hos- 
pital beds would be required 

More than 38,000 additional 
beds and 433 new hospitals had 
been provided since then. But 
the government now found it had 
underestimated to the extent of 
15,000 beds in Ontario alone

On counting the ballots, if the highest candidate has an absolute majority over and 
above the total votes cast for all the other candidates, he is declared elected. If, 
however, no candidate obtains an absolute majority on the first count, a second 
count is required. Before doing this, the lowest candidate is excluded and the 
second choices on that candidate's ballot are transferred to the other-candidates as 
indicated on his ballot. If the second count elects no one on an absolute majority, 
the next lowest candidate is eliminated making a third count necessary. This is 
continued until some candidate obtains an absolute majority.

The provincial education de 
partment has ordered a survey 
of “school-attendance readjust 
ment” in school district 63 (ru 
ral Saanich) in an effort to 
settle a controversy which has 
been raging for several weeks 

Dr. William Plenderleith, Na 
naimo school inspector, who is 
being transferred to Saanich 
next term, will make the sur 
vey, according to the education 
department. He will start next 
week 

Meanwhile, Saanich Liberal 
candidate Arthur Ash, who has 
been investigating the problem, 
has reported that G, L. Chatter 
ton, board chairman, will ask 
the school board next “week to 
refrain from making a final de- 
cision on the issue until the sur 
vey has been completed 

The controversy has centred 
around the board’s decision to 
make Mount Newton High School 
function as an elementary ané 
junior high school (grades 1 to 
9). It is now a junior-senior high 
school grades 7 to 12) 

The board ruled that the new 
Royal Oak Schoo! and the North 
Saanich Schoo! would be junior 
senior high schools.

“It seems reasonable to suggest 
establishment of. family courts 
which could consider all legal 
matters affecting the family, in- 
cluding petition for divorce,” the 
memorandum added. “In such a 
court the interests of the. chil- 
dren might more readily find a 
hearing.”
